It»was  among  the  pio- 
neering financial  bodies  ecrving  the 
Prairie  Provinces,  ibhere.  dwing  the 
past  -aixty  jrcars,  it  established  many 
branches  and  waa  a  factor  of  un- 
doubted importance  in  promoting 
proapcrity.

The  Royal  Bank  ha#  536  branche* 
in  the  country;  the  Uaioa  Bank  baa

with  the  merger  of  these  two  banks 
that  there  is  by  no  meait*  wy  great 
ovcr>lapptng  in  branche*.  In  fact, 
there  are  only  some  50  point*  where 
there  i»  *uch  over-lapping.  Thia  in- 
dicatea  that  tbc  Boy»l  B"**'  ^ 
to  come  into  contact  with  many  new 
.field*  of  aervice  and  the  repuUtion  of 
it*  efficiency  and  foreaight  i*  a  guar 
antec  that  wherever  the  Union  Bank 
ha*  *erved  the  intereat*  of  the  people 
in  the  pa«t  they  can  depend  upon  it 
that  those  interests  will  be  catered 
to  in  every  ropect  a*  faithfully  in  the 
future.

Lverybody,  of  ^  course, 
professes  to  cherish  high  hopes  that 
the  deliberations  of  and  the  resolu- 
tions adopted  by  the  Les^gue  of  Na 
tiona  win  reanlt  ill  the  abolition  of 
war;  but  few  peraosp  cherish  any 
real  hope  that  the  deliberati6ns  and 
the  Resolution*  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions will  result  in  the  establi*hment 
of  perpetual  peace  throughout  the 
world.

Prepared  by  the  Provincul  Govcrn- 
nKnt's  Geographic  Branch,  At  the  in- 
stance of  the  Department  of  Lands, 
the  new  map  of  the  southwestern 
territory  of  British  Cohimhia  i*  easily 
the  mo»t  informative  of  its  character 
that  ha*  ever  been  issued  in  re*pect 
to  thi*  Province.    It  goe*  beyond  be- 
ing a  man  geographic  production, 
(or  it  is,  as  well,  a  compendium  of 
useful  information  in  a  variety  of 
particvlara.  The  coada  are  *hown  on 
it.  the  productive  area*  are  depicted; 
there  are  table*  of    itinemrie*  for 
traveler*,  there  aft  etaliatic*  of  the 
various  natural  re*ource«  oL  the  dis- 
trict.   The  map  evidently  wa*  given 
every  attention  ao  that  potHing  of 
value  would  be  omitted  before  it  was 
made  public  and  the  result  reflects 
every  credit  on  both  the  Department 
of  land*  and  the  Geographic  Branch, 
it  i*  a  map  which  will  be  of  the  ut- 
moat  use  t*  •  compe^Mma  of  refer- 
ence    We  are  certain  that  when  it* 
value  bccomea  more  widely  known  it 
will  have  a  wide  cirealatfaii,  not  oaly 
in  Britiah  Columbia  but  everywhere 
that  intereat  is  taken  in  the  fortunes 
and  prbgrcss  of  thia  Province.

munities are  common.  A  time  must 
come  when  the  two  communities  will 
be  merged  in  one  municipality.

You  walk  down  the  principal 
atreeta.  and  you  And  youraelf  con- 
atantly  accoeted  by  ragged  boys 
pretty  but  tatured  flower  glrla,  and 
whining  old  men  and  women,  who  al- 
waya have  tbe  aame  tale  to  tell:  "Oh 
musba.  your  honor,  Its  myaelf  Is 
atarvinx:  surra  a  bit  has  erosaed  my 
lips  this  day:  alve  us  a  copper,  and 
tbe  blOAslna  of  the  saints  be  on  you 
Rure.

"God's 
poor."  an  they  are  called  In  Ireland. 
The  Dublin  l>oll(v>iaen 
The  Duiilin  imiice,  on  the  whole, 
are  the  finest  t>ody  of  men  to  be  aeen 
In  the  world.  They  take  a  kindly  in- 
Ureal  in  everyttUng  that  goee  on  in 
the  atrdMa,  and  aa  a  rule  do  net  eare 
to  interfers  too  mueh  la  what  la  go 
Ing  on.  Of  eeurae  they  are  atatloned 
nt  street  comere  to  reirulato  the  traf 
flc.  but  they  do  this  in  a  kindly  way 
and  the  story  in  told  of  one  etalw.trt 
Xiant  who  was  suppn.><r-d  to  reicul.i 
tha  speed  of  motor  <ar«i  Various 
motors  passed  htm^t  a  racing  apo  d 
ho  looked  keenly  Interested,  and  .i 
last,  when  one  exceeded  the  speet 
limit  very  much  more  than  any  of 
the  othera,  he  exclaimed,  "Begob. 
that'a  the  beat  aae  yet."  I  only  quote 
this  instance  to  give  an  Idea  of  the 
eharacterlatica  of  tbe  Dublin  police, 
for.  In  my  b*nrt,  I  admire  and  reapect 
them. 

Many  things  In  Duldin  seem  topsy- 
turvy. There  Is  tho  roally  bcauilfol 
catbedral  dedicated  to  Ht.  Patrick, 
but  to  arrive  at  the  eclitli-e  one  has  to 
through  sonlid.  Illlhy,  povertv- 
atrlcken  streets,  and  yet  averyoue 
takes  thia  as  a  matter  of  courae,  and 
the  Idea  asMe  that  tt  muat  be  ee,  and 
that  It  la  the  correet  thing.
